To  choose  one  or  more  Highway  Agents  and 
all  other  necessary  town  officers,  agents  and  committees, 
and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

Art.  3.  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sum  of  money 
as  may  be  necessary  to  defray  town  charges. 

Art.  4.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will 
raise  for  support  of  the  poor,  and  Old  Age  Assistance. 

Art.  5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  apply  for 
Town  Road  Aid. 

Art.  6.  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sum  of  money 
as  may  be  necessary  to  repair  highways  and  bridges. 

Art.  7.  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sum  of  money 
as  may  be  necessary  for  snow  bill. 

Art.  8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  one-hundredth  of 
one  percent  (1/100  of  1%  )  of  the  assessed  valuation 
based  on  the  assessment  of  1951  for  the  purpose  of 
publicizing  and  promoting  the  natural  advantages  and 
resources  of  the  town,  together  with  other  towns  in 
the  Dartmouth-Lake  Sunapee  Region. 


Art.  9.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  care  of  cemeteries. 

Art.  10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  $400. 
for, control  of  White  Pine  Blister  Rust  in  cooperation 
with  the  State  Forestry  Department. 

Art.  11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  petition  the 
State  Tax  Commission  to  have  an  audit  made  by  the 
Division  of  Municipal  Accounting,  and  to  make  an 
appropriation  to  cover  the  expense  of  such  audit. 

Art.  12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  have  an  Old 
Home  Day,  and  take  any  action  thereon. 

Art.  13.  To  see  what  sum  of  money,  if  any,  the  town 
wants  to  raise  for  the  fire  department. 

Art.  14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  allow  the  Selectmen 
to  sell  the  present  Fire  Pump  and  purchase  one  or  two 
small  pumps,  if  they  have  a  good  opportunity. 

Art.  15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  establish  a 
Municipal  Court  in  the  town  of  Grantham  and  to  pe-

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Grantham: 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  on  the  Grantham  Schools 
for  the  school  year  1950-1951.  My  first  report  was 
made  for  the  school  year  1925-1926  and  I  have  made 
reports  continuously  except  from  1933  to  1938  when 
Mr.  Fuller  from  the  Hanover  District  had  charge  of 
the  schools. 

In  general  the  enrollment  has  not  increased  very 
much  but  I  think  we  can  look  forward  to  some  in- 
creased enrollment  the  same  as  other  communities. 

It  goes  without  saying  that  school  costs  are  way 
above  what  they  were  in  1925-1926  but  that  is  true 
of  everything  you  purchase. 

Grantham,  under  the  new  formula,  will  not  receive 
quite  so  much  state  aid  as  last  year,  unless  there  is  a 
general  state  aid  of  $10  per  pupil  over  and  above  the 
basic  need. 

Our  average  daily  membership  for  high  school  and 
grade  school  pupils  was  76.  The  foundation  program  on 
which  state  aid  is  figured  allows  $225  for  each  high 
school  pupil  and  $175  for  each  grade  school  pupil.  That 
is,  the  foundation  program  is  a  formula  by  which  we 
figure  what  we  would  be  allowed  to  spend  to  qualify 
for  state  aid  or  in  other  words  we  should  figure  up  to 
$18  per  thousand  dollars  of  equalized  valuation.  This 
would  make  our  foundation  program  for  76  pupils  an 
even  $14,000.00  that  should  be  spent  on  our  schools, 
to  give  the  pupils  a  minimum  standard  opportunity. 
It  may  not  be  easily  understood  but  this  18  mill  tax  is, 
in  other  words,  $18  per  $1,000  of  equalized  valuation. 
Now  Grantham's  equalized  valuation,  as  fixed  by  the 
tax  commission,  for  the  past  two  years  is  $349,768. 
This  multiplied  by  an  $18  tax  gives  $6,295.82  or  what 
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is  known  as  our  local  fair  share.  If  we  were  spending 
$175  per  elementary  pupil  and  $225  for  each  high  school 
pupil  our  eligibility  for  state  aid  would  be  $7,704.18 
but  since  last  year  we  expended  only  $10,497.49,  the 
difference  between  our  18  mill  tax,  $6,295.82,  and  what 
we  spent  is  $4,201.67  or  what  we  can  look  forward  to 
for  state  aid. 

In  other  words,  the  foundation  program  which  is  pro- 
posed would  necessitate  us  doing  better  by  our  children 
with  local  funds. 

It  may  not  be  generally  known,  but  the  inventory 
valuation  of  the  town  is  $237,100  after  soldier  ex- 
emptions are  deducted  but  the  equalized  valuation  is 
nearly  50%  more  than  that  or  $349,768.  There  is  a 
very  great  discrepancy  in  valuations  as  between  the 
assessment  made  by  the  selectmen  and  what  the  tax 
commission  thinks  the  property  should  be  assessed  for. 
The  same  thing  is  true  in  a  great  many  towns  in  N.  H., 
hence  the  reason  for  the  tax  commission. 

Our  new  budget,  on  account  of  increased  high  school 
tuition  at  neighboring  high  schools  is  increased  by 
$3,000.  This  is  a  necessary  increase  because  both  New- 
port and  Lebanon  have  a  cost,  borne  by  the  local  tax- 
payers, somewhat  higher  than  has  been  charged  for 
tuition.  In  Lebanon  the  past  year  the  local  cost  was 
$240  per  pupil  when  the  citizens  of  Grantham  paid 
into  Lebanon,  for  high  school  costs,  $175.  Obviously 
this  could  not  continue. 

Both  the  School  Board  and  I  have  done  everything 
we  can  to  keep  the  cost  down  but  we  do  not  think  we 
should  start  in  on  cutting  teachers'  salaries  as  was 
proposed  at  the  last  annual  meeting.  In  fact  we  should 
raise  teachers'  salaries  because  it  might  just  as  well  be 
understood  now,  that  should  our  present  teaching  staff 
decide  to  leave  us  we  could  not  replace  them  for  the 
salaries  now  paid. 
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You  will  find  on  other  pages  of  this  report  a  list  of 
the  graduates  last  June,  the  pupils  now  enrolled  in 
high  school  and  other  information  that  may  be  of  par- 
ticular interest. 

Please  be  assured  it  has  always  been  a  pleasure  to 
visit  the  Grantham  schools  and  meet  the  hearty  re- 
sponse of  the  teachers  and  pupils.
